All In all, U. N. and communist negotiators 
have conversed for a total of almost 800 
hours. Which la a lot of sound and fury to 

signify nothing. Or al m ost nothing . 

This situation is difficult to fathom. There 
are many who believe the reds are deliberate- 
ly stalling, to permit a buildup of their forces. 
But how long does It take to accompUah 
that? 

Their feared spring offensive never ma- 
terialized. Their feared summer offensive haa 
-not.-a3 yet, showii Itself. They've hati ample 
time to strengthen themselves' for a major 
assault. 

So, perhaps, the reds* motives In holding 
up a decent truce are deeper than Just stall- 
lng-tactlcs_lQr_mUltary_ reasons^ There la 
much to the theory that their motives.

What have the reds got to gain from-a com- 
plete truce, a cessation of hostIIfCifls?,They've 
"been forcecLback to the 38th parallel,' bp-ck to 
where they ntarted. "nicy.'ve been beaten. The 
U. N. had succeeded In Its aim of drlvlrig~tHem 
out of South Korea. A complete truce at the 
present line would, In reality, he a defeat idi 
communism. 

■ -Their only alternative is this present stale- 
mate. With the status as it Is now, they can 
rightly claim that war Is stlU going on. They 
can make propaganda speeches about victory 
still to come. The stalemate Is their only 
chance to salvage something from their evil 
Bdventure. 

As long as It exists, they are still In business 
In Korea-As-floon as truce comes, or they at- 
tack again and are beaten decisively, they 
expose themselves as losers. So they are, pre- 
sumably, prolonging the discussions for the 
precise purpose of prolonging the discussions. 

It Is up to the U. N. negotiating team to try 
to reach a truce. From our standiolnt, that 
la much preferable to beating the reda-on the 
battlefield. Both will mean victory, but one 
will also mean more bloodshed.

Borne of the 
men nurses and' trainers of men 
nurses take it for granted that men 
In the service Jobs ought to get the 
same rank, pay and perquisites that 
women now receive. 

"That Is not my proposal at all, 
nor Is It a fair one. 

Nursing Is not a aclentlllQ pro- 
fession and doctors generally agree 
that when a nurse begins to think 
'he or she safely can exercise Inde- 
pendent Judgment, that nurse Is 
dangerous. A nurse should have the 
sense and skill to do as she or he 
Is !old to do by the doctor and 
three years of high school wilt suf- 
fice. 

TliB men BUbstltuted 'for the 
women In the services need not 
rate higher than sergeant or, in 
unusual cases, warrant. The saving 
In pay, pensions, allowances and 
quarters and general managorlal 
nuisance of segregating and pro- 
tectlnff women would be enonnoui. 



Moreover, In the civilian world, 
the shortage couJd &e relieved with 
competent, if not exactly-pretty-^r- 
wlnsomQ substitutes tor undeniably 
charming young women, many of 
whom serve only briefly, then marry 
and retire, whereas men carry 
after marriage In the Job thoy know 
beat. 

A sick-bay or hospital Is no place 
for love. There Is a time and place 
for every thing. 
-The-propoaltlon is,- in short, that- 
we are suffering a serious' Incon- 
venience, often a danforous lack.
